U.S. OFFICIALS: PLANE DOWNED BY MISSILE; KIEV BLAMES PRO-RUSSIA REBELS

MOSCOW The United States believes a surface- 
to-air missile brought down a Malaysian airlin- 
er that crashed in eastern Ukraine on Thurs- 
day killing all 298 people on board, an incident 
that sharply raises the stakes in a conflict be- 
tween Kiev and pro-Moscow rebels. 

One US. official said Washington strongly 
suspected the missile that downed the Malay- 
sia Airlines Boeing 777 on a flight from Am- 
sterdam to Kuala Lumpur was fired by Ukrai- 
nian separatists backed by Moscow 

There is no evidence Ukrainian govern- 
ment forces fired a missile, said the official, 
speaking on condition of anonymity A second 
US. official said the origin of the missile was 
unclear. Vice President Joe Biden, speaking in 
Detroit, said the passenger jet apparently was 
“blown out of the sky” 

Ukraine accused pro-Moscow militants, 
aided by Russian military intelligence offi- 
cers, of firing a long-range. Soviet-era SA-ii 
ground-to-air missile. Leaders of the rebel 
Donetsk People’s Republic denied any in- 
volvement and said a Ukrainian air force jet 
had brought down the intercontinental flight. 

Russian President Vladimir Putin pinned 
the blame on Kiev for renewing its offensive 
against rebels two weeks ago after a cease-fire 
failed to hold. The Kremlin leader called it 


a “tragedy” but did not say who brought the 
Boeing down. 

The loss of MH-17 is the second disaster 
for Malaysia Airlines this year, following the 
mysterious loss of flight MH-370 in March 
that disappeared with 239 passengers and 
crew on board on its way from Kuala Lumpur 
to Beijing. 

“If it transpires that the plane was indeed 
shot down, we insist that the perpetrators 
must swiftly be brought to justice,” Malaysian 
Prime Minister Najib Razak told a pre-dawn 
news conference in Kuala Lumpur. 

“This is a tragic day, in what has already 
been a tragic year, for Malaysia.” 

The plane “disappeared from radar at 
[33,000 feet] and then crashed near the city 
of Shakhtersk in Ukraine’s Donetsk region,” 
the Interfax-Ukraine news agency reported. 

Witnesses in the militant-held crash area, 
about 25 miles west of the Russian border, 
described a harrowing scene. Pro-Russia sepa- 
ratists were the first to reach the crash site. 

“Distorted bodies of dead people and body 
parts are lying around everywhere in an open 
field,” Sergei Kavtaradze, a member of the 
security council of the separatists’ self-pro- 
claimed Donetsk People’s Republic, said in a 
phone interview

154 from the Netherlands, 43 from Malaysia 
(including 15 crew members and two infants), 
27 from Australia, 12 from Indonesia (includ- 
ing an infant), nine from Britain, four from 
Germany, four from Belgium, three from the 
Phillipines and one from Canada. Forty-one 
passengers remain unverified, according to 
the Malaysia Airlines press release. 

Ukrainian President Petro Poroshenko, 
who had stepped up an offensive in the east, 
spoke to President Obama and sought to rally 
world opinion behind his cause. “The exter- 
nal aggression against Ukraine is not just our 
problem but a threat to European and global 
security,” he said in a statement. 


The US. Federal Aviation Administration 
issued an order Thursday night prohibiting 
American aircraft from flying over eastern 
Ukraine following the downing of the flight 
in that region. 

Citing “recent events and the potential for 
continued hazardous activities,” the FAAsaid 
the restricted area included the entire Simfer- 
opol and Dnepropetrovsk flight information 
regions. “This action expands a prohibition 
of US. flight operations issued by the FAA 
in April, over the Crimean region of Ukraine 
and adjacent areas of the Black Sea and the 
Sea of Azov,” the agency said. 

It added that no scheduled US. airlines cur- 
rently were flying routes through the airspace. 

Earlier in the day, the FAA said American 
air carriers had voluntarily agreed to avoid fly- 
ing through airspace near Russia’s border with 
Ukraine after the crash. 

Some international airlines, including Aus- 
tralia’s Qantas Airways and Korea’s two major 
carriers, shifted the route taken by flights op- 
erating over Ukrainian air space months ago 
amid increasing tensions between Kiev and 
pro-Moscow rebels. 

The airlines took extra security precau- 
tions despite no official ban from regulators 
on flying through the area, even as others con- 
tinued to use the route, reuters contributed.

Police: Robbers were 
riding train all day

The two men suspected in this week’s Orange 
Line train-car robbery spent hours riding the 
rails before announcing their crime to pas- 
sengers in a single car during one of the route’s 
longest stretches between stops, police said 
Thursday 

CTA surveillance cameras showed that the 
men had been riding the Southwest Side line 
most of the day Wednesday before launching 
their attack around 4:15 p.m. They announced 
a robbery as the doors of a Loop-bound train 
were closing at the Halsted stop, police said. 

The strong-arm robbers, neither of whom 
were in custody as of Thursday night, targeted 
a train heading downtown from Midway Air- 
port, presumably filled with travelers carrying 
plenty of cash and unfamiliar with the CTA, 
authorities said. After robbing at least four 
people and pistol-whipping a woman who 
wouldn’t part with her purse, they got away 
with a little more than $100, plus an assort- 
ment of electronic items, police said. 

The robbers picked one rail car to raid in- 
stead of moving from car to car through the 
emergency doors, authorities said, minimizing 
the likelihood that panicked passengers would 
risk dialing 911 on their cellphones or attempt 
to push the call button that is inside each rail 
car to alert the train operator. 

“There’s really no telling right now why

Thefts on CTA property, which had been 
increasing in recent years-especially crimes 
involving electronic devices-declined 23 
percent between January and March, com- 
pared with a year ago, the CTA reported. 


they did it on that train, or that time or that 
location,” Chicago police Lt. Ozzie Valdez said 
Thursday “We’re getting really good calls and 
leads, and we’re pursuing all of them.” 

He added that, based on surveillance foot- 
age, no one pressed the car’s emergency button. 
One victim called 911 after the train stopped. 

Valdez said the robbery was a rare, isolated 
incident and crime statistics show that CTA 
trains remain a safe way to travel. 

The thieves collected an iPad, two laptops, 
an iPhone, bank cards and cash totaling $105, 
Valdez said. Four victims have been identified, 
and a fifth is pending confirmation, he said. 

Romelia Garcia found herself “at the point 
of a gun” wielded by one of the two armed 
men. The robber went for the 64-year-old Gar- 
cia’s purse, but she refused to give it up and the 
robber hit her on the head with his gun. 

“I was the only one they struck,” she said. 

“From Halsted, for some seven minutes,” 
Garcia recounted. “Incredible. Incredible that 
this happens in plain day”

Montrose Beach 
called one of worst

Border collies have been one of the heroes 
of Chicago beaches in recent years, clearing 
63rd Street Beach of gulls and the swimming 
bans blamed on them. 

But the same approach hasn’t worked at 
Montrose Beach, which the Natural Resourc- 
es Defense Council singles out as among the 
Illinois beaches most frequently plagued by 
contaminated water. 

Now the Chicago Park District is working 
with researchers to find out if dogs are con- 
tributing to the pollution— possibly from a 


dog beach next door. 

“It’s something we’re looking at with the 
[U.S. Geological Survey}. We haven’t found 
the answer yet,” said Cathy Breitenbach, 
who’s in charge of Chicago Park District 
beaches. “Foster Beach nearby also has a dog 
beach, but doesn’t” have the same issues.” 

The geological survey which runs a leading 
water quality research lab in Indiana, is run- 
ning DNA tests on fecal matter found in water 
samples from Montrose, Rainbow, 63rd and 
Calumet beaches to see how much dogs are 
contributing to the problem, Breitenbach said.

When he graduated in 2003, Byrnes experienced a 
tough job hxmt. Like many graphic designers, he wanted 
to work on concert posters and T-shirts that required a 
lot of creativity Realizing how hard it was to get a foot in 
the door, Byrnes decided to strike out on his own. Work- 
ing from his parents’ house, he began generating T-shirt 
ideas. As he found the money, he slowly started building 
the brand that became Fourth is King. 

“You can read a lot of different things into the name,” 
he said. “Fourth is King is sort of like an underdog sort 
of thing. There are four stars in the Chicago flag. Tbu can 
make different correlations.”

Impressive in 
theory, not action 


Movies are so much 
more than a concept. 
“Gravity” was an 
amazing onscreen 
achievement, but the 
script was lousy It’s 
not a great movie — 
what’s impressive is 
the fact that Alfonso 
Cuaron pulled it off 
To a degree, 
the same goes for 
“Boyhood,” which 
writer-director Rich- 
ard Linklater filmed 
over the course of 12 years. Unlike Michael 
Apted’s series (docs checking in with the 
same people every seven years) or Linklater’s 
“Before” trilogy (following the same char- 
acters every eight or nine years), “Boyhood” 
filmed a little bit with its cast for more than 
a decade. We don’t just meet Mason (Ellar 
Coltrane) as an elementary schooler. We’ll 
see his voice change and watch his rites of 
passage, like sucking at bumper-free bowling, 
peer pressure to drink and lie about his sexual 
experience and trying to be himself 

Here’s the thing: None of the moments in 
“Boyhood” are bold in suggesting the experi- 
ences are universal. Linklater isn’t deconstruct- 
ing our communal stepping stones; he’s merely 
reminding us of them. That’s not enough; the 
film needs to inspire reflection, not just recol- 
lection. 

Linklater pal Ethan Hawke plays Mason’s 
dad in such an Ethan Hawke-y manner you 
think he’s still being Jesse from the “Before” 
movies. Patricia Arquette’s a bit stiff as Ma- 
son’s mom, and Linklater’s daughter Lorelei 
plays Mason’s older sister, Samantha, who 
opens the movie annoying her brother by

singing and dancing to Britney Spears’ “Oops! 
...I Did It Again.” 

Which brings us to another problem: 

The movie marks years with popular songs, 
opening with Coldpla/s “Yellow,” pausing at, 
among others, Outkast’s “HeyAa!” and wind- 
ing up at Daft Punk’s “Get Lucky” Music is 
obviously important, but to show the charac- 
ters constantly listening to the most popular 
songs turns the movie into a dramatization of 
life, not an authentic portrait. 

Throughout the film. Mason experiences 
minimal joy sadness or surprise. Perhaps 
that’s because Linklater wants to show that 
for many, years are made up of the mun- 
dane. That may be true, but when charting 
significant experiences, it’s ridiculous not 
to include the most resonating sorrow and 
elation that shape who he or she becomes. 
When Mason’s mom marries a professor who 
turns out to be an alcoholic jerk, “Boyhood” 
becomes cartoonishly melodramatic. 

Again: Everyone has seen someone play a 
solo acoustic version of Pink Lloyd’s “Wish 
Y)u Were Here,” and Linklater deserves 
credit for following through on his ambition. 
But it’s worth wondering how much the way 
the actors grew influenced the trajectory of 
the movie. If Coltrane hadn’t grown into a 
good-looking fellow, would Linklater have 
been able to make Mason a bit of a ladies’ 
man? And, more importantly why does the 
movie feel like a list of experiences instead of a 
moving exploration of life?

The Purge: Anarchy’ 
is all kinds of wrong 


Last year’s surprise hit 
“The Purge” and the 
new “The Purge: An- 
archy” in which crime 
(including murder) is 
legal for 12 hours each 
year, do nothing to 
address the ques- 
tions they inspire. How many people leave 
the country while this is happening? What 
do other countries think of this government- 
sanctioned event? How does it affect people’s 
states of mind?

Rather than consider these ideas, writer- 
director James DeMonaco uses this pointless, 
stupidly named sequel to rehash ideas about 
the rich hunting the poor.

(7 p.m. March 21 to 7 a.m. March 22) are a 
couple (Evanston native Zach Gilford and his 
Chicago native wife, Kiele Sanchez) on the 
verge of separation and a mom and daughter 
(Carmen Ejogo, Zoe Soul). They all need 
protection from a nameless tough guy (Erank 
Grillo) who delays his mission of revenge to 
save these hapless people caught in harm’s way 
Despite being like an open-invitation “Hun- 
ger Games,” the “Purge” franchise retains 
some suspense and thrives on Grillo’s sturdy 
resolve. It is also terribly written. Michael 
K. Williams (“The Wire”) plays a resistance 
leader given one awful line after another, the 
worst of which may be, “Get ready to bleed, 
rich bitches!” The year is 2023, and we’re told 
crime and unemployment are practically non- 
existent, but there’s no sense of how society 



thrives when the purge isn’t taking place. 

As with the first movie, though, the most 
disturbing thing here is the audience reaction. 
Again, many people laughed and clapped, blind 
to their ironic endorsement of blood lust. I’m 
horrified that someone laughed as a male char- 
acter sought to kill a woman who had turned 
him down. It’s only been two months since that 
rejection was the motive for a real-life mass 
shooting. If viewers already forgot about that, 
or can’t make the connection, society should be 
even more scared than it already is.

Braff blows it 



After waiting 
lo years to make his 
follow-up to “Garden 
State,” Zach Braff 
probably could have 
kept his sophomore 
writing-directing 
effort, “Wish I Was 
Here,” free of gags about Sinead O’Connor, 
Ani DiFranco, Tang and the Amish. Espe- 
cially when several of these stale jokes come 
from his character, a struggling actor in L.A. 
who you’d think would be pop culture-sawy 
enough not to walk into an Aston Martin 
dealership and awkwardly claim to work with 
“Sean Tuff Daddy Dirty Mone/ Combs.” 

It’s not just the jokes that seem like they’ve 
been in a vault for a decade. The partially 
Kickstarter-hinded “Wish I Was Here” 
demonstrates that Braff has no new moves as 
a triple threat, or even a single threat. Don’t 
get me wrong: I loved Braff on “Scrubs,” and 
though “Garden State” hasn’t aged well, it 
spoke directly to my 20 -something angst. 


III! Wish I Was Here

In “Wish I Was Here” (co-written by Braff ’s 
brother, Adam) every character sounds like 
Braff, with Hallmark/sub-Bueller-isms like, 
“You need to wake up because life is hap- 
pening all around you. ’’This is earnestness 
without poignancy 

In what sometimes feels part Apatow 
(“This is 40”), part Coen brothers (‘A Serious 
Man”) and all schmaltz, Aidan (Braff) decides 
to home-school his kids (Joey King and Pierce 
Gagnon) after his dad (Mandy Patinkin) can 
no longer fund private day school due to 
cancer treatment payments. Inevitably Aidan 
tells his daughter she won’t need to know 
geometry and she becomes the teacher when 
it’s clear dad doesn’t know anything. 

I’m not a cynic. I’m often easily moved and 
very much inclined to go for stories about 
struggling families and the fear that life is rac- 


ing by ^t in “Wsh I Was Here,” Braff merely 
shoots emotional fish in a barrel without con- 
tributing to the conversation. He repeats the 
same old complaints about sexually unsatisfied 
dads and dreams that didn’t pan out. Oh, and 
the acting’s mostly lousy only partially a result 
of all the characters speaking the same way 
“Wish I Was Here” (which does make a nice 
point about unwittingly passing down fears 
through generations) is desperate, manipula- 


tive and self-indulgent. It often seems like 
it’s missing a laugh track, and there may be 
no greater sign of Braff stubbornly stuck in 
the past than his use of Colin Hay’s “Beauti- 
ful World,” which featured prominently in 
“Scrubs.” With a film about assessing life and 
having the guts to move forward, the film- 
maker doesn’t practice what he preaches.

Netf lix cuts 
Saturday DVD 
shipments 

Los Angeles Times 

Netflix has quietly stopped send- 
ing Saturday shipments to cus- 
tomers of its DVD subscription 
service, a move that could save 
the company lo percent annually 
on shipping costs, one analyst es- 
timates. 

Last year the U.S. Postal Service 
considered ending Saturday mail 
delivery leading to a report that 
said the change could make Net- 
flix more profitable. Ultimately 
the USPS backed off its plan to 
end Saturday deliveries, but Netf- 
lix has gone through with it. 

The Los Gatos, Calif, com- 
pany’s shipment change was first 
noticed by a customer who alert- 
ed other Netflix subscribers on 
Movie Fans, an online community 
of Netflix users. 

“I learned of this change while 
speaking to Netflix Customer 
Service about a problem with 
their website. They told me that 
Saturday deliveries were discon- 
tinued,” the Netflix customer 
wrote on his post. 

The company did not respond 
to a request for comment, but it 
has confirmed the change through 
one of its online pages, which says 
Netflix only ships DVDs Monday 
through Friday excluding holidays. 

Janney Montgomery Scott 
analyst Tony Wible had estimat- 
ed that Netflix shipping costs 
would be $140 million in 2014 and 
$117 million next year, with costs 
coming down as more customers 
end their subscriptions to Netf- 
lix’s DVD service. Ending Satur- 
day shipments could save Netflix 
$14 million in 2014 and $12 mil- 
lion in 2015, Wible said. 

“By doing this you end up tak- 
ing some costs out of the system, 
which is needed as they get fewer 
and fewer subscribers on DVD,”
